The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
invention claims an absorbent polymer structure having a specific structure, composition 
and properties. The closest prior art references that relate to the claimed invention are 
Hatsuda'076, Mertens'889, '673, '862, Brehm'848, '946. The closest prior art teaches 
that it is known in the art to make and use absorbent polymer structures. However, the 
prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the instant invention as claimed.
